BOND ISSUE IS BIG PROBLEM 


Best Means to Pull Counties Out of 
Lard of Mud— Make All Improve­ 
ments Permanent. 


The biggest sing’** issue before the 
people today i> good roads: biggest 
not alone of itself, but biggest be­ 
cause the prompt and satisfactory so­ 
lution of a permanent road system in | 
every state will help to solve a half- J 
dozen fundamental problems and In­ 
directly affect for good, as well as in 
dollars and cents, almost every phase 
of farm, social and industrial life in 
the state. 
We cannot expect to have 
a real system of roads unless it is 
based on large units and this is best 
accomplished by accepting the county 
and state basis with a few' experienced 
and responsible men in charge in each 
case. 
W e must have roads that begin 
aud etui somewhere. 
Many counties are presenting to the 
taxpayers the question of a bond issue 
for the improvement of their high­ 
ways. 
Tho bond issue for a public 
Improvement should be governed by 
the same considerations which govern 
a bond issue by any business organiza­ 
tion. 
When a manufacturing concern 
Issues Umds. the money 
raised 
is 
placed in permanent improvements in 
the plant which will last far beyond 
the Mf** of the bonds, or else no in­ 
vestor would purchase the securities. 
Ronda for municipal purposes or for 
public Improvements are not always 
subjected to tills acid test, and in­ 
stances ore numerous in this country 
where bond- for twenty yours have 
been Issued for the construction of 
public roads, where the type of roads 
built with the proceeds of the bond 
Iss.v* could not possibly last more than 
ton yours, and econ thon expensive 
maintenance Is continually necessary. 
In some instances history shows that 
during tho life of such a bond issue 
the original road has been worn out 
and rebuilt with a dlfforent material, 
and with the proceeds of subsequent 
bond issuos us many as three times, 
and still the original bonds ure u lia­ 
bility on the community. 
Bond Issues for better roads are the 
best m eans to pull counties out of the 
Land of Mud. 
But it must be certain 
th a t tho road imprevemonts will last 
th e life of the bonds.

HOW DRAGS MAINTAIN ROADS 


Simple and Inexpensive Device Well 


Adapted for Producing Smooth 


and Uniform Surface. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture.} 
The drag is a simple and inexpen­ 
sive device for maintaining certain 
types of roads which when wet become 
rutted under traffic and which become 
finn on drying out. 
It is also well 
adapted for producing a smooth and 
uniform surface on newly constructed 
roads in which the material used for 
surfacing Ie earth, earthy gravel or 
some similar material. 
It is essential­ 
ly a maintenance implement and Its 
use in construction is distinctly sec­ 
ondary. 
Hoads which are very rocky 
or very sandy cannot be materially im­ 
proved by its use. 
Properly used ut the right time th*' 
road drag performs four distinct of­ 
fices. 
First, by moving at un angle to 
the traveled way it tends to produce or 
preserve u crowned cross section. Sec­ 
ond, if used when the material of the 
surface is not compact and hr 7, it 
tends to reduce ruts and other irregu­ 
larities in the road by moving material 
from points which are relatively high 


* ) 
(bose which are relatively low 
Third, when used after a rain it ac­ 
celerates the drying out of the road 
by spreading out puddles of water and 
.hus Increasing the surfaces exposed 
t * evaporation. 
Fourth, lf the surface 
material i«* in a slightly plastic suite, 
dragging smears over urn! partially 
seals the socalled pores which nut- 
urally occur In earthy material, and 
thu 
makes the road surface more or 
less impervious to water. 
The advan­ 
tage of this smearing action of the 
drag will he more readily understood 
if a s tuple of ordinary earth Is ex­ 
amined under a magnifying glass. Such 
an examination will show that th** 
earth closely resembles a sponge or 
honeycomb in structure, and the de­ 
sirability of closing the open pore^ 
will lie readily apparent. 
lf used improperly or at the wrong 
time. the drag may do actual Injury to 
a road. Dragging a very dry road, for 
example, sen s to Increase the quan­
